brothers dicd there inthe proſecution thereof,

In thisexpedition to Virginia, Captain De»ni and

to wit, that they ſhould reduce all che Plantations, 
in the Bay of Cheſcapeack to.the obedience of the 
Parliament, and ſome part of Maryland, where the 
L.Baltemore's chicf Colony there is ſeared, being with- 
in that Bay,as well as moſt of the Plantations of Vir-

-of about twenty more confiderable Proteſtant Ad-

well affeted alwayes to. che Parliamene , an. 
who ſigned the ſaid Peririon, was allo read; whereb- 
is was humbly defired that before the Houſe paſſe. 
that Article concerning the old limits of Virgiois. 
the aid Petitioners mught be heard by their Coun- 
cell, in regard Maryland was long fince eftcemed 
pare of Virgenia, and therefore they were concerned 
1nthat Article ; end they further humbly deſired in 
the ition, that the Lord Baltemore's Officers 
ored to their places in Maryand under 
thatthe Pcricioners might quietly enjoy the 
Priviledges of the ſayd Patent of Maryland,upon con- 
fidence,whereof, they had Adventured fo much of 
their fortuncs thither as aforclayd. 

Whereupon divers Parchments under rhe Lord 
Baltemore's hand hone 4c z Which were ſent out of 
Maryland, ayd Capt, Bennet, and Capt, Cl 
bors , EV that time produced to the Hioaſe A 
Members therof, who it ſeems conceived that there 
would appear ſomething in them, wherby the Lord 
Baltemore had forfeited his ſaid Patent, , or at leaſt 
that his Authority in Hdarjland was not ft to be al- 
lawed of by the Parliament, 

The Houſe on the 31, 4 1652, referred the 
ſayd Article concerning the old Limits of YVirgenra,to 
the Committee of the Navy to conſider what Pa- 
cent was fit tobe granced to the Inhabitants of Yir+ 
ginia, and to hear all Parties, and conſider of their 
particular Claims, and report the ſame, with their 
Opinions to the Parliament,and the ſayd Parchmems 
delivered in concerning Maryland,were allo reterred 
tothe ſame Commitree. . | 

The Lord 8aliemore accordingly made his claim be- 
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fore the ſaid Committee, unto whom he delivered a 
erue Copy of his ſaid Patent ; and deſired therefore 
that the Patent which the Virginians were Suitory 
for,mighe not extend to-an _ Maryland, it be- 
ing made appear to the ſaid Comittee,that thar Pro- 
vince had nor been for theſe 20 years laſt paſt accoun- 
red any part of Yirgini, and that the Virginians had. 
neither poſſeſſion of any part thereof, at rhe time of 
the making of the ſaid Articles, nor tor-20 years be- 
fore, nor Gar the preſent Inhabitants of Virginia had 
cver at all any right unto 1t, ds 
Then, wpon the _—_ of- a Member-of that 
Committee, certain Exceptions againſt the Lord 
Baltimores Patent, and his Proceedings thereupon 1n- 
Maryland, were ſhortly after preſented ih'writinp to - 
the {ſaid Committee, unto which the Lord Baltemore 
put in his Anſwer alſo in writing , which wasread, 
and the Committee-upon debate -theresf (it ſeems) 
thought not fir to deliver any Opinion inthe buſineſs, 
bur Ordered, that the whole matcer of fat ſhould be 
ſtated by a Sub-Committeeand reported firſt to the 
{aidGrand Commaittee,and afterwards to the Houſe, 

The Exceptions aforeſaid were many,but the ſub- 
ſtance of them are reduceable'to theſe heads follow- 
ing, which are ſer down by way of Objc&ions, with 
Anſwers to them, 

1,0hjeR, A pretended injury done to the Virginians 
by the ſaid Patent,in regard Maryland was heretofore 
part of Y:irgina. 

Anſa. The preſent Inhabitants of Virginia had never 
any right to Maryland,uo more then to New-Englanid. 
which was part of thatCountry heretofore called Vir- 
ginia, aſwell as Maryland,bue diſtinguiſhed and ſepe- 
ratcd afterwards trom it by a Patent as Maryland was, 
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There Was indeed a Pace heretofore granted by 
I in the 7, yeare of his reign of a great parc 
of rhat northern Continent of America , which was 
then called Yirgima , to divers Lords and Gentlemen 
here in England who were by that Parent creed in- 
to a Corporation, by the name of the Yirginia Com-' 
pany,in which tract of land granted to the ſaid Com- 
pany, that Country which is now called Maryland, 
was incladed, but that Patent was Legally evicted by 
a Lworanto in the then Kings Bench, in 21. year of 
che fayd King James, 8, or 9. years before the Parent 
of Maryland was granted to the L, Baltemore z which 
Company or Corporation the Inhabitants of Yirgi- 
nia defire not now to revive, by vertue of their Arti- 
cles abovementioned, but abhor the memory of it,in 
regard of the great oppreſſion and flavery they lived 
in-under it , when it was on foot, fo as they never 
havipg had any Parent, right,or poſſeſſion of the fayd 
Province of Maryland, there could be no injury done

All Lords of Mannors or Libertics here in England 
may, in ſome kinde, be aſwell accounted Monarchs 
within their ſeverall Mannors and Liberties as the 
Lord Baltemore in Maryland; tor Writs iſſue, at this 
day, intheir names out of their Courts within 
cheir refpe&tive Mannors and Liberties, and nor 
in the name of che Keepers ot the Libertic of Eng- 
land'; Oathes of Fealty are taken to them by their 
Tenants, and they have great Royalties and Jariſdi- 
tions, ſome more then others, and ſome as great 
in proportion , Within their ſaid Mannors and 
Liberties, as the Lord Baltemore hath in Maryland, cx- 
cept the power of making Lawcs touching life and 
Eftare,power of pardoning , and fome few others of 
leſſer concernmetir, which alchough chey may nor be 
convenient for $az.0nc man to have in England, yer 
are they neceſſary tor any (whether one man or a 
Company) tharundertakes a Plantation,in ſorcmote 
and wild a place as Mariland , to have them there; 
eſpecially with ſuch limitations as arc in the Lord 
Baltemore's Patent ; to wit, that the Lawsbe made 
with the conſent of che Freemen of the (aid Province, 
or the major part of them, or their Deputics,and thar 
they be conſonant to reaſon, and be nbr Kpugnant or 
comrary', but, as neare as conveniently may bee ,;

land,or to ſtay there,but know beforehand upon whac 
rermes they are to be in that place ; and the Engliſh 
Inhabitants of that Province are ſo well pleaſed with 
the Government conſtituted there by the ſaid Parent, 
as that, by generall conſent of the Proteſtants,alwell 
as Roman Catholiques , ir is eſtabliſhed by a Law 
there, aſwell as freedome of Conſcience and exerciſc 
of Religion within that Province is, to all that pro- 
feſs to believe in Jeſus Chriſt,as appears by the Laws 
of that Province new in the hands of the ſaid Com- 
mittee of the Navy, which makes it evident that a 
Petition lately read at that Committee, with ten 
unknown hands to it, in the name of the Inhabitants 
of Maryland, againt the Lord Baltemore's ſayd Pa- 
rent, is eyther wholly fiftictious , or elſe figned by 
ſome few obſcure faQious fellows, which is caſie to 
bee procured by any ill afte&ed perſon, againſt any 
Government whatſoever, . 

That the Lord Baltemore gave his aſſene 
to certaine Lawes for Maryland in 1650, in one of 
which Lawes the late King Charles is {tiled the late.

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" | his Majeſties , whereby be would infer, that hee 
did acknowledge a Charles the ſecond to be King, &c. 
for that the word firſt, in one Law inferred a ſecond, 
and by the word Majeſty, in the other Law,the Lord 
Baltemore muft mean the late Kings eldeſt ſon, for the 
late King Charles was dead, when the Lord Baltemore 
aſſenred to that Law, to wit, in Auguſt 1650, 

4 «Anſw, To this is anſwered, that although thoſe 
Lawes were aſſented unto by the Lord Balremere in 
Auguſt 1650, yer it appears by his ſaid Declaration 
of aſſent, that ſome of them were enaſted in Mary- 
land by the Afcmbly there, in April 1649, whereof 
that Law was one, wherein thoſe words,to wit, any 
other Ports then his Majeſties, are inſerted (as was 
proved to the ſaid Committee of the Navy) at which 
time,the people in Maryland -could not know of the 
late Kings death, which was but in January then nexr 
before; Br in February,Match,and April, (hips ufual- 
ly return from thoſe parts,and inf September; October, 

and November, goe thither ; ſo as the Aflembly in 
Maryland could mcan no body by that word Majc- 
ſy, but che late King, and the L.Bakemore could have 
no other meaning but what the Aſfembly had, for he 
did buraſſent ta what chey had dohe, and was be- 
fore ena@ted,as atorcſaid : as to the @ther law, where- 
in thoſe other words arc inferted, to wit, the late 
High and mighty Prince Charles, the firſt of rhat 
name, &c, it was one of thoſe Laws which were pal-

were never a ſecdad ; the word firſt, hath relation to 
the time on and not to the time to come; King

L.Baltemore, and others, adventurcd fo great apart of 
their cſtares thither as aforeſaid; for it was the pri- 
viledges and immunities,and not the land only,gran- 
ted by the ſaid Patent, which did chiefly induce the 
Lord Baltemere to- make ſo great an Adventure, with- 
out which he would not cerrainly, upon the conditi- 
ons of a common- Planter, have disburſed any thing 
upon a Plantation in America: Wherefore he hopes 
che Parliament will not think it juſt, or fit, to deprive
